Shoe Industry. 

The boot ami .'hup trail-- lias ilcvdopcil 
littli* nut tif Hit! imlinary the past week. 
Sales nf summer goods continue allected 
more by Hit* variable weather than any 
other inll lienee. Fall manufacture is de- 
veloping slowly as the probable demands 
of the maiket are still uncertain. 

The suggestion of a lighter or even no 
duty on shoes is interesting manufacturers 
Since tin- introduction of American ma- 
chinery abroad shoes that are excellent 
rivals of Yankee-made goods are being 
produced at a cost considerably less Ilian 
those made in this country. It is stated 
that women’s shoes of high grade can lit; 
made iu Knglaml and landed in the United 
States for S2.:!7 a pair that are the equals 
of Yankee-made goods at §3.50. So far 
the tariff situation has not become a fac- 
tor in the trade, but those interested are 
thinking of the possibilities, should the 
British-made boot have to be reckoned 
with in our markets. That lower wages 
would result in domestic factories is d<- 
clarcd. 

Retailors have been onsy moving tans to 
their customers. The statement of a 
dealer in a large city, that he had sold 
more tans this spring than during the 
whole of last year, may he taken as indi- 
cative of the demand. The sale docs not 
seem to lie localized or provincial. Time 
was, when New Knglaml wore about all 
the Ians, tint now they are all over the 
country, and in spite of Hu- desire of man- 
ufacturers and dealers !o limit I hem to 
summer, are becoming almost as staple as 
blacks, judging by the present demand 
and the prospects for fall. 

The way that the patent leather shoe is 
being treated is somewhat surprising. 
Manufacturers of patent leal her have been 
feeling the diminished demand for their 
output, liieir business being reported as 
about half what il was last year. 

One reason is that shoe retailers have 
so much unsold stock of iliis leather that 
they will place no orders until they can 
a clearer store. Meanwhile there is no 
demand. The dull black shoe seems to be 
preferred by men for common wear, and 
it is not so warm in summer time as the 
shiny lealher shoe. At tin: same time Hu- 
tan shoe has crowded both the dull ami 
shiny black, and more especially the shiny 
for if two kinds of shoes are needed, the 
more serviceable will be chosen, and the 
dull black and the tan answer all require- 
ments. The comparative selling power 
of the two blacks is sixty to 40 in favor 
of the dull finish. 

In women’s wear patent leather serves, 
either in the whole or part of the shoe, to 
make a simple and neat effect. The variety 
of designs making some use of patent, 
leather is large, hut they are m-t the pop- 
ular shoes. 

In spite of the fact that the short vamp 
gives a siioe that is not always comfort- 
able, because of the increase {of pressure 
at the throat of the vamp when the foot 
is in motion, there is little tendency to re- 
vert to longer fore-parts. The present 
styles will remain for some time, Imt the 
return must come as vamps are now at 
the limit of shortness There are indica- 
tions of such a return, hut it will lie slow. 

The high heels which .seem to go so har- 
moniously with short f ire parts have not 
lost their popularity, and will not lie radi- 
cally changed. 

The shoe millinery business has opened 
new fields of styles since the fabric-shoe 
became a fact. The variety of these 
shoes is far greater than was ever the 
case with leather, and the fabric permits 
still further elaboration through 
embroidered effects, and there is no limit 
except the size. The embroidered boot 
or shoe naturally appeals to certain tastes 
and is equally repulsive to other less erra- 
tic tastes, but for some the embroidery 
and decoration can “go the limit.” 

Examples of these elaborate boots are 
to be found, such as black satin embroid- 
ered in dull gold or silver the design pick- 
ed out with coral beads, ami with coral 
buttons; all this to harmonize with the 
wearer’s gown. 

This may be taken as an illustration of 
the possibilities of freakish footwear, but 
the opportunity to have the shoes corre- 
spond in texture and color to the costume 
has suggested the continuation of Hie 
decorations from that to shoes, so that a 
woman may enjoy t lie satisfaction of 
being clad from top-t.*-too in a thoroughly 
harmonious costume. 

Among the colored velvets required for 
these millinery-shoes there is some inquiry 
for blue, which in the deeper shades, is a 
natural diversion from the black now so 
common, but so far it has not been marked 
enougit to become a new form of the fad. 
Shoe buyers are waiting and wondering if 
brown velvet will not be desire- 1 for the 
cooler days of antnmn, and so arc watch- 
ing the movements of the fashions. — Bos- 
ton Transcript., '

There is nothing lietter than old news- 
papers for use under the carpets for 
the same reason. 

Old newspapers have many other 
iises as well. Wet in water they serve 
to clean out the stove splendidly. 
Crushed newspapers are excellent to 
dean lamp chimneys. They can even 
be used for an iron holder for an 
?mergeney. 

Newspapers dipiied in lamp oil are 
useful for cleaning windows. Irons 
not much soiled can lie rulds-d on old 
newspapers and thus made fit for use. 
Dipped in lamp oil they are splendid 
to ruli the outside of the disbpnn. 
They keep It bright nnd shining. Torn 
.ii shreds, slightly dampened And scat- 
tered over the carpet, they keep down 
Just when sweeping. They clean the 
jink of Its grease nnd sediment. Noth- 
ing is lietter, for the greasy paper can 
be at once burned after use. 

Many times folded newspapers will 
serve as a mat to stand hot and black- 
ened i>ots or kettles on nnd save soil- 
ing the kitchen table. The kitchen 
stove is kept brighj after the cooking 
af each meal with old papers, and this 
saves many polishings.

School Gtrnens for Boys. 

The value of school gardens has 
seldom been shown to better advantage 
than last year in the suburban city of 
New Rochelle N. Y. The work was 
carried on by Mr J. II. Troy, an 
experienced gardener, who happened to 
be chairman of the park committee, and 
was for the benefit of the city's truant 
boys. 

I A lot 55 x 200 feet which the 
neighborhood had used as a general 
dumping-ground for years, was secured 
and a high fence built around it to keep 
out intruders. The plot was laid 'Out in 
beds and borders, the former for vegta- 
b!cs and the latter for flowers. About 
twenty-five boys worked in the garden 
all summer, and raised enormons 
quantities of tomatoes, turfiips, carroty 
corn, lettuce, beans, and othbr vegetables. 

The boys were allowed to’ have all the 
vegetables they wanted for themscJvAs, 
and the surplus was sent ‘to variohs 
institutions. ' '■ ‘ ( • ^ 

The most significant thing alionl |Ve' 
enterprise was the remarkable 'cliknge 
made in the characters of the boys. A£. 
the end of the season there was not a bad 
boy in the lot, and four of them had 
been discovered to be natural -bon 
gardeners. When the season ended it was 
decided to give the boys a spedal reward ; 
they were asked whether they wonld 
prefer a flash present or a jack-knife, and 
the vote was unanimous for the knives. 

The experiment maide at New Rochelle 
has shown very conclusively that many 
wrong tendencies may be eradicated 'by 
the simple expedient of ^interesting bad: 
boya in practical gardening; also that It • 
la possible to materially decrease the' cost 
of living by operating a garden on a town 
or suburban back lot— two things which 
are worth the attention of all who are 
interested in sociology.— K. L Strong in 
Suburban Life.

The Mennace to Brockton. 

The removal of import duty upon boots 
and shoes is strongly protestcdjn commu- 
nications mailed to Washington, D. C., 
today by the Brockton Shoe Manufoctnr- 
ers’ Association, in the form of resolutions 
unanimously adopted by the association. 
The resolves were drafted by President 
John S- Kent and Secretary T. J. Evans. 

Secretary Evans sent copies to Presi- 
dent Taft, Secretary of State Knox, 
Speaker Champ Clark, Chairman Under- 
wood of the ways and means committee, 
Chairman Mann of the committee on in- 
terstate and foreign commerce, Senators 
Lodge and Crane, and Massachusetts 
members of the house.

Attention is called to the fact that the 
resolutions were unanimously adopted by 
the Brockton Shoe Manufacturers' Asso- 
ciation, whose business approximates 
$50,000,000 annually ; that the manufac- 
ture of boots and shoes is one of the most 
important industries of the country, with 
an annnal output of more than $400,000,000 
and, including the wholesale business of 
$200,000,000 and the retail business 
$500,000,000, ranks as over a billion dol- 
lar industry; that the. earnings of em- 
ployees exceeds $100,000,000 annually and 
that the dependents of these employees ex- 
ceed 1,000,000 people.

Early Christians In New York City. 

The Methodists of New York city 
over a hundred years ago Btarted 
their first organized charity. The 
record of this early venture ls pre- 
served ln a volume In the library ot 
the Methodist Historical society. On 
November 12, 1808, at a meeting held 
in the school at Worth and Hudson 
streets, the Assistance Society for Re- 
lieving and Advising sick and Poor 
Persona in the-Ctty of -NewYork was 
organised. The. dty was divided into 
dlstri-l*;. At Ant: there wero four, 
tbr .'.*-c qnd six. till finally the num- 
ber ‘_'ie rme seven. These were called 
wr:.a. In 1809 the distribution of 
food, clothing and fuel began. Cath- 
arine Grahao: of 81 Church street, to 
whom $1 wan given, .mas the first to 
be* aided. Earing tLe wfcr of 1812 the 
society purchased Soup tickets from 
Ihe Humane society at $2 a hundred, 
and distributed 80 loads of wood. Ia 
December, 1812, 3,499 “suffering indlr 
vlduals” were helped, and the total 
for thevflrat fqur yean waa 28,000.— 
Surrey.

CHOOSING A PRESIDENT. ’ 

Early Msthocfo Th:t Pr.ved tha V/ay to 
National Conventions. 

nislory records that George Wash- 
ington wns chosen president of the 
United States without first having 
been nominated and even without nn 
opposing candidate. So was Ills suc- 
cessor, Jn ( .oflice, John Adams. In the 
lnnguagoiof tho street the presidency 
was in thcicase of each <>f these dis- 
tinguished; patriots “handed to him on 
a silver platter.” The presidency went, 
ns it were, by common consent to tho 
founders of the republic, to whom a 
grateful people looked for continued 
service and guidance. 

In the early days president choosing, 
according to the primitive way, was as 
simple com,.:: red to modern methods 
ns a kindergarten exercise beside a 
course in four dimension mnl hematics. 
Since tlien the changes, though gradu- 
al, have been marked and have led up 
to our present complicated convention 
nominations that make the electoral 
college but a mechanical device for 
registering the popular decision as be- 
tween rival parly organizations. It 
wns the fluke that almost installed 
Aaron Iturr as president instead of 
Thomas Jefferson that forced the in- 
itial mollifications of the plan of presi- 
dent choosing agreed upon by the 
framers of the constitution. 

Originally member.: of the electoral 
college were to vote for two persons, 
the one receiving the highest number 
of votes to lie president and tin- next 
highest to be vice president. The 
danger of a succession that would pull 
the political lever each time from one 
side to the other made imperative the 
change by which the electors should 
vote for only one person for president 
anil for another for vice president. 
Two or three object lessons, too, of 
irresponsible and haphazard action by 
the electoral college, throwing the 
choice of president to the house or of 
vice president to tho senate, because 
no one had a majority of the votes 
cast, showed the necessity of centering 
the efforts of the newly aligned politi- 
cal parties each on a single presiden- 
tial ticket and of imposing on the 
members of thc electoral college a 
moral obligation to cast their ballots 
uniformly for the nominees of the 
party which had elected them. 

The forerunner of our national nomi- 
nating convention was the caucus or 
conference of members of congress of 
the same political faith who got to- 
gether on their own Initiative and 
wlthont any mandate from their con- 
stituents assumed to advise as to w ho. 
In their judgment, wns entitled to tie 
recognized ns the party standard !>ear- 
er. This caucus must necessarily have 
proved to lie too crude and unsatisfac- 
tory to serve long ns the president 
choosing machinery. In such nn as- 
semblage only those states and dis- 
tricts represented In congress by mem- 
bers of one nnd the same political 
party had a voice, and all tho others 
were left without representation. It 
was to remedy these defects and to 
enable the rank and file of the parties, 
wherever they might be, to exercise at 
least a nominal control of the presi- 
dential nomination Hint the national 
convention, meeting every four years, 
came to lie evolved ns we know it.— 
Victor Rosewater In American Itevlew 
of Reviews.

Keep the fruit of strawberries eool un- 
til tlie time to use or market them. 
Never pick berries for market when they 
are wet 

Now, please, don’t let the mower rattle 
all to pieces. Keep it well oiled and 
every nut screwed up tightly, and don’t 
let the knives or guards get dull. 

Chop olT the head of every fowl in 
vonr llock that is serionsly ill or continu- 
ally moping around. Stamina or vigor 
are never gained by fussing around with 
sickly chicks.— Agricultural Epitomist. 

Corn, beii g a cultivated or hoed crop, 
serves well to clean the land— that is, 
free it from weeds, so lltting it for grain 
growing and putting it into shape to 
seed down to grass or hay. 

Watch for th» little slugs —darkish, 
slimy fellows— that are likely to lie on 
pear or cheery leaves now. Fine, dry 
dust, if thrown in the trees, will kill 
every slug it covers. Or almost any of 
the regulation orchard sprays will ex- 
terminate this pest. — June Farm Journal. 

Some folks get so in the habit of say- 
ing, “Whoa !" to their horses when they 
do not mean it, Hint these faithful ani- 
mals can not tell when their masters do 
really mean to have them stop, so they 
keep going. When you say “Whoa!" 
mean it. That is the only way your 
horses have of knowing what to do.

If the farmer derides that he will him- 
self put an end to his own isolation, and 
work in co-operation with his fellows 
for all the great objects of united inter- 
ests common to the farmers of each 
farming neighborhood, then the beginning 
of great tilings will have arrived. The 
co-operative spirit is the master spirit of 
this age, and the farmer lias been the 
last to feel its inliiience and respond. —

When the pieplant comes up in the 
spring take a sharp spade and cut down 
through the middle of the I miiicIi. Then 
turn Hie spade so as to pry the halves 
apart and MU in between witii loose soil. 
Spade around Hie outside and then wateli 
them grow. In this way one can avoid 
resetting for several years and the stalks 
will lie much larger. If the seed stalks 
are kept broken out it will not lie neces- 
sary to reset at all.— Missouri Ibiralist. 

We know of no instrument that will in- 
duce a cow to give down her milk," says 
Heard’s Dairyman. “The holding up of 
the milk is invariably due to some ner- 
\-oiis condition of the animal. Sometimes 
it is done when the calf is first taken 
away; other times through disturbance 
caused by ill treatment or strange condi- 
tions. Kindness will usually overcome 
this act of the cow; especially feeding 
her a little grain at the time of milking, 
making her forget the tilings that are dis- 
turbing her and causing her to hold up 
her milk.

A group of old salts at Sailor’s Snug 
Harbor wore discussing the popular be- 
lief that a drowning person must come to 
the surface of the water three times be- 
fore he ran possibly drown.

The truth is, a drowning person 
may sink the first time, never to rise 
again, or he may, ns in the majority of 
cases, rise three jtimes .before he sinks 
forever.

The human Itody in 
life naturally floats while the lungs are 
inflated. So long as one keeps his head 
above the water he can float with very 
little effort. 

But as soon as the person sinks he 
gulps down a lot of water. If after lie 
lias swallowed this water he has any air 
left in his lungs he w ill undoubtedly rise 
again and will continue to sink and rise 
until all the air has been worked out of 
his lungs.

KENTISH KNOCK IS PITILESS. 


This Troaehcroua Spot Is tho Real Davy 

Jonss’ Locker — No Hope For Vessel 

or Man When Neptune Asks Toll. at 

This Gubmarino Graveyard. 

“Davy Jones’ locker," that perilous 
spot mention of which so often comes 
from the lips of sailors. Is not shown 
on any ocean chart principally be- 
cause it is not really n settled place, 
but If any ocean death trap deserved 
the title it is the Thames estuary. 

Tho British naval authorities have a 
chart upon which is marked the posi- 
tion of wrecks, shown by black dots. 
On this chart the Thames mouth tract 
i3 a solid black spot. So numerous 
have been the wrecks the dots run 
together. The point where the black 
dots actually pile the one on the top 
of another is tho Kentish Knock, and 
this is tho place among all of the 
ocean danger spots that deserves the 
title of Davy Jones’ locker. 

At the Kentish Knock It is not keel 
shattering rocks nor piercing points of 
coral that wreck the ocean travelers. 
It ts sand— treacherous, clinging sand 
—that grasps the doomed ship with a 
grip of steel and holds it firmly while 
tho angry sea boats it to fragments. 
Many a vessel posted nt Lloyd’s ns 
missing would bo duly ncconnted for 
if tho Knock sand would give up its 
prey. There Is no hope for ship or 
man when Neptune nsks toll nt the 
Kentish Knock, for the nearest land 
Is twenty miles nwny and the nearest 
lifeboat nt Margate, thirty miles dis- 
tant. 

Tho sands of tho ocean are far more 
dangerous than rocks. The sand 
banks extend over more space and 
therefore oftor more points of contact 
than the rocks, which usually rise In 
slender pinnacles. The waters flow 
over the sands In smooth waves, and 
there are no warning breakers. 

Next to the Thames mouth tract In 
point of danger Is tho ITooglily, tho 
salt water river on which Calcutta 
stands. The most trying part of a 
largo vessel’s voyage from New York 
to Calcutta Is the last few miles of 
this calm river. In this strange stream, 
in windless weather and flat calm 
water, vessels have boon lost— dashed 
to pieces on the dreaded ever shifting 
sand banks by the force of the tides. 

The sands grasp the keel of the 
marked vessel and she stops. But the 
tide moves on with relentless force, 
and the helpless ship is carried over 
on her beam ends. She careens over 
and founders with nil on board. One 
of the worst shoals In the Ilooghly 
hears the name of James and Mary. 
This was the name of a great Indian 
merchant ship wrecked on the sunken

Another danger point dreaded by the 
master mariner has neither sand nor 
rocks, lint a great submarine water- 

ii'. !a the English channel there Is 
i point just beyond tho Shambles bank 
thorp is a sudden drop In tho 
om bottom. The channel tides sweep 
over the banks and down tills sudden 
drop, creating rapids equal In fury to 
tlwe of Niagara. Tlie American ship 
Georgian foundered in Portland race, 
the name by which this danger point 
is known, and all bands went down 
with her. 

Ships bound to New York from Eu- 
rope pass near a deadly hidden shoal 
which runs out from Sable Island, ly- 
ing off Cape Sable, in Nova Scotia. 
Tho shoal runs out for miles in five 
directions, like the fingers of a great 
hand reaching out for what It can 
destroy. 

When tlie gales blow heavy seas 
boom upon tho shoals with sufficient 
force to shatter the stanchest vessel 
afloat, and when the wind ceases the 
benches are strewn with tho bodies of 
those who have perished. The distance 
from the shore Is too great and the 
surf too heavy for the life savers to 
reach a straggling vessel, and few 
lives aro saved at tills point. Ten ves- 
sels have boon wrecked In this trap in 
a single week. 

The rocky danger points in tho ocean 
have nearly all been classified, and 
lighthouses have been erected on tlie 
most dangerous— except one. There Is 
no lighthouse on the Virgin rock, anil 
there never will be. 

Out In the mid-Atlantic this giant 
pinnacle rears its head up from the 
ocean floor and vainly seeks to reach 
tho surface of tho sea. It Is short 
by about eighteen feet. There it 
stands, with its sharp point hidden by 
the ocean waves, waiting to pierce tlie 
bottom of some unsuspecting vessel 
and send it down to Join the pile of 
ships’ ribs and dead men’s bones that 
litter the floor around its base. 

The waves seem to bo In league with 
the rock, for if a vessel of light draft 
trios to pass over its bead the waves 
drop It down into a trough nt tho bot- 
tom of which tho point of the rock is 
waiting to rip out its keck— ITarpcr’s 
Weekly.

lsi; 4 . President Lincoln paused in the 
earcs of civil war to pen a personal let- 
ter to postmaster general, asking him to 
employ Miss Susaii Dugger of Carlius- 
ville, 111 . who was the sole support of 
her brother, a Union soldier, crippled at 
Shiloh. 

Miss Dagger got a position and pre- 
served tlie letter religiously. 

Secretary MacVeagli after reading the 
-amc letter lias just ordered that Miss 
Dugger's name be uot dropped front the 
treasury's list of employees, although 
s'.ie lias been ill more than a year. She 
is seventy wars old. 


Tlie committee on elections laws lias 
nearly completed the draft of a bill which 
puts a drastic restriction on the amount 
of money a can elate for office may spend 
to further bis own election, The bill 
limits the amount to $25 for each 1,000 
votes cast at the last proceeding election, 
with an allow ance of $250 for a represen- 
tative district, as with the $25 per 1,000 
votes limit, |a candidate for representative 
would be lied down to a maximum of $75. 

With the restrictions fixed in the hill 
candidates for governor may hereafter 
spend not over $12,000, based on a vote 
450,000 for governor, which was the vote 
cast last fall. The vole in 1909 was only 
about 400,000 and consequently Gov. Foss 
under this bill, would have been limited 
to an expenditure of $10,000 as against 
tlie $50,000 whicli he actually expended. 
The same provision applies to primary 
contests as to election contests. 

The committee's bill also limits personal 
expenses which a candidate may con- 
tract, to expenditures for travelling, 
telephones and telegrams, writing, print- 
ing and preparing for transmission cir- 
culars, lelters 1 «t' i other publications not 
issued at regular intervals, the prepara- 
tion of nomination papers and postage. 

The committee is not finished with this 
section and will probably include a few 
other incidental expenses, bat it wipes 
out the words of tlie present statute “and 
for other similar personal expenses. *" 

A prohibition is also pnt on the hiring 
of teams, automobiles or any vehicles by 
a candidate to transport voters, bat a 
person may nse his own teams, machine, 
etc., or a person may volunteer the nse of 
such vehicles to a candidate. Practical 
Politics.

Formerly it 7/as difficult to 
procure this article without impuri- 
ties, which injured th9 color; but 
chemical science has overcome all the 
difficulties.

TEN KINDS OF MONEY. 

But Not All of Uncle Sam’s Assortment 
Is Legal Tender. 

Uncle Sam oflicially has ten kinds 
of money— gold coins, standard silver 
dollars, subsidiary silver, gold rortlfl- 
eates, silver certificates, treasury ils;ni) 
notes. United States (greenbacks) 
notes, national batik notes, nickel 
coins mid bronze coins— says the In- 
dianapolis News. While some of this 
paper currency Is not legal tender, 
minor coins are legal tender In small 
amount. Legal tender is so called be- 
eanso in payment of u debt or obliga- 
tion of any kind it can be forced on 
the < reilitor “In full of all demand.” 

Gold certificates, silver certificates 
end national bank notes, despite the 
enormous quantity in circulation, nre 
not legal tender. So far ns silver coin 
i; concerned, only $10 worth of 
"halves'.” “quarters’’ anil “dimes” nre 
legal tender, and. as to nickel and cop- 
per coins, only 2.T cents can be forced 
on flu* creditor. However, with the 
standard silver dollar there Is n<> limit 
to the amount to be paid In liquida- 
tion of u claim. Tiie creditor can re- 
fuse the silver certificate, but when It 
comes to the “dollar of tho dads’* tho 
dollar must bo received nt Its face 
value, even if a thousand weigh 7.8.02 
pounds.

Nothing Is morn necessary to th® 
community, whatever tho religions 
opinion of Its members may be. than 
tho rteady and constant supply of 
men. of education, of consecra- 

tion, of c.-v.ofal training, of inspiration 
urn! of ll.es devoted In act and word 
to the ser/ico of the dtvine and of 
humanity Unless such men are in 
the community its great moral forces 
will cease to have their expression, 
their direction, their inspiration and 
their representation. 

It is. therefore, to bo regretted that. 
In spite of the many movements, par- 
ticularly through our Young Men’s 
Christian association, which has been 
active during the last decade as never 
before, tho supply of clergymen Is not 
keeping up with the growth of the 
country bat If is gratifying that this 
supply >3 Increasing. It is notable, 
however, that the shar** of those who 
become clergymen with a college edu- 
cation Is decreasing. Down to 1895 
the schools which require college 
training furnished about two-thirds of 
the total number of men fitting for the 
ministry. In 1910 they furnished one- 
half. or 3.815 out of the totni number, 
which, including 312 women, waa

The cultivation nnd exportation of 
flower bulbs has been carried on In 
Holland since 1750, but the trade did 
n«>t begin to attain its present enor- 
mous proportions until the last twenty 
or thirty years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury About four million dollars' worth 
of bulbs are now exported annu&Jy. 

Th«- Hutch bulb growers form a gen- 
era' federation which numbers about 
three thov.and members. The federa- 
tion publishes a paper twice a week, 
organizes sales during the season, sub- 
mits r.ew varieties to a committee of 
judges and lays all trade disputes be- 
fore a council specially named for the 
purpose. The federation has also or- 
ganized exhibitions and 6ent Dutch 
produoo to foreign showB.

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MAN MUST REST TO WORK 

Laborer Who Misses Sunday Loses 

Efficiency, a Frenchman 8ays 
After Conducting Experiments. 

Prof. Jules Amar has submitted to 
tho Academy of Medicine In Paris tho 
results cf his Btudy of tho man ma- 
chine. para the Dietetic and Hygienic 
Gaxette. lie proceeded upon the prin- 
ciple that a man who eats liberally 
ought to recuperate In weight every 
twenty four hours. 

If his weight lessens be works to 
excels. If his weight Increases ho has 
not expended tho maximum effort. 
Amar found that tho human machine 
gives a profit of 23 to 35 per cent, on 
the expenditure; but that the best 
artificial machine returns only 14 per 
cent. 

It would seem from these experi- 
ments that man is indeed superior to 
all mechanism; with the very slight 
exception that he always wastes ener- 
gy during the flrui flvo minutes of 
work before regaining his equilibrium. 

It would eecm that Monday's hu- 
man la Lor Is the most Inferior and 
Tuesday’s the most superior, owing to 
the curious action of Sunday as a rest 
day; the Monday lassitude of the 
French workingman Is proverbial. 
And It Is found that the workman 
who does not rest gradually loses his 
energy, aad this is now a subject of 
keen interest among scientists.— 
Denver Republican.

Some ten miles from the Eternal 
City, Home, across the Campapna, are 
hills on which tho Homans for cen- 
turies have been accustomed to spend 
their summers.

There Is or tv nr, in Italy very little

N<> grain nr grass crops In the yoim 
orchard, please; cull ivalion is best. Stir 
the soil every two weeks iiulil August 
It is a good plan to throw two or thru 1 
forkfuls of manure around each tr. e after 
a ruin. 

It never pays lo drive a Imrse sinooii 
shod. The wear ami tear of the nervous 
strain takes too iiiueli out of the horsi 
if nothing more sciioiis follows. 

It is worth remembering tiiat two or 
three transplant iugs w ill tend to greatly 
increase the stalkuiess and root systems 
of tlie sliifl raised in the box in the sunny 
window or taken from the hot bed. This 
holds lioth of vegetables and flowers. 

Farmers have come to learn that the 
only w ay to prepare the soil is to let the 
harrow follow tin: plow as closely as pos- 
sible. In common practice the good far- 
mer plows only so much during the early 
part of tlie day as he can jiarrow before 
quitting lime at night. 

To make a good whitewash for the 
henhouse that will kill the mites as well 
as disease germs and also make the house 
look better, take a peek of lime and slack 
with hot water, then add :S or 4 pounds of 
salt ami about 3 ounces of carbolic acid. 

You can positively tell a farmer’s char- 
acter from the kind of a dog lie keeps. 

A mean one will keep a savage dog ; a 
careless one, worthless dogs; a la/.y one, 
a poodle or slut; and a good humored 
one that you can tie to, a good dog. 

Think twice before trading off a horse 
that has scrv ul you well on the whole, 
though lie may have some faults. Wc 
have known men to swap off horses that 
hail but one or two faults, for others 
that hail a dozen- This generally arises 
from the bad temper of the owner. 

To insure their sweetness and brittle- 
ness, turnips must be grown in cool 
weather, either early in the spring or late 
in the fall, on soil not deficient in phos- 
phoric acid and organic matters. You 
can not raise good turnips on depleted 
soil or in hot, dry weather. The very 
best place for turnips or rutabagas, is on 
newly broken lands. When the breaking 
is done in July, or even earlier, sow the 
seed on top of tlie furrows Summer 
fallowed clover sod is also good. Be- 
fore frost you will have a splendid field 
turnips, good alike for tlie table ami for 
fattening steers or milch cows. Sheep 
also thrive upon them. 

Have you an idle acre on your farm? 

If so, why not at once put it to some 
use— if for no other reason, that it may 
work no injury to yourself or lo your 
ueighbor? Every such acre, in a settled 
community, is an accuser, branding its 
owner, so says a contemporary, as either 
thoughtless, wasteful or shiftless; pos- 
sibly all three. On any such acre weeds 
may grow sufficient to “seed down” a 
township and to increase the labors of 
the whole farming population. Tlie broad 
acres of uncultivated land which form so 
large a percentage of ttionsands of Min- 
nesota fat ms are a standingMndictincnt of 
our systems of land ownership and taxa- 
tion, as unreasonable and unjust. No 
man should be entitled to hold more land 
than lie can fully cultivate or make other- 
wise useful to the community ; as, for in- 
stance, in the growing of timber trees or 
in the maintenance of a well-stocked fish 
pond. Idle land shonlil be so heavily 
taxed that nobody could afford to keep it 
out of use — it must be “cultivate or sell.” 
But instead of observing this just rule, 
we punish with heavier taxation the far- 
mer who improves and enriches the land, 
and let off with a nominal taxation the 
owner of idle acres. — C. K. Barns, Uni- 
versity Farm.

BONAPARTE AND HIS RED MAH 

Story of the Familiar of Napoleon, 
Disregard of Whose Advice 
Caused Hia Downfall. 

• The story of tho Red Man was evi- 
dently current in Paris at tho timo of 
Napoleon’s downfall. In a section 
headed “Bonaparto and His Familiar,” 
contained In “News From tho Invisible 
world,” pp. 353-0 (ono of Milner & 
Sowcrby's publications, reissued In 
London, 1854), an anonymous corre- 
spondent, writing from Paris, names 
January 1, 1814, os tho date when the 
mysterious visitant appeared. Tho oo- 
count Is given with much circumstan- 
tiality of detail, but differs materially 
from Cyrus Redding’s version. Instead 
of being a person of small staturo, tho 
familiar was a tall man of Imposing 
appc-urancc, dressed all in rod. Count 
Molt, in attendance fcn Napoleon, with 
orde.-s lo admit no person to his pres- 
ence, v.as quite overawed by tho mys- 
terious stranger. Ho listened trem- 
bling at tho door, and heard all that 
passed. 

Tho familiar, it seems, was not an 
embodiment of tho ensmy of mankind, 
b.ut rather tho “genius” who presided 
over Nu 4 »leon‘e destiny. He ordered 
a certain course of action to bo taken, 
Bhd allowed three months K-r it to bo 
corred Into effect. Napoleen apparent- 
ly refused to comply. Thoy parted in 
anger, and In thrvd* months tho em- 
peror was a captive in Elba, “liven 
the FVench papers;, when Bonaparte 
was deposed, jfoce»r«I tp thls fact, and 
remarked that his mysterious visitant’s 
prophetic threat had been accom- 
plished.” On three - d'fferent occasions 
tho Red Man ape'jfared to tho Emper- 
or: in Egypt, after 1 the battle of Wag- 
rhm, and In January, 1814.

THE EVERGLADES. 

Th is Fertils Florida Region Is an Old 

Mountain Top. 

One of tlie strange facts about tin* 
Everglades region of Florida is that It 
Is really a decayed mountain top. The 
crest is formed of massive limestone, 
usually covered by a mantle of sand. 
In this formation are numberless pot 
holes which vary in size from a few 
feet to thousands of acres; also count- 
less lakes of fresh water springs and 
frequent subterranean streams and 
pools. 

A few miles north of Tape Sable Is 
an outcrop of limestone which projects 
to Lake Okeechobee. In fids outcrop 
Is an extensive shallow basin extend- 
ing 130 miles north and south and 
about seventy miles east and west, 
wtdle the altitnde of its rim Is twelve 
feet above mean fide In Dlscayne hay 
nml a little less nbove the gulf of 
Mexico. 

This rim Is from three to twelve 
miles from tho ocean edge of the 
coastal plain on the east and a dis 
tance of fifty miles from the gulf on 
the west. So far ns explored it ex- 
tends all around tiie edge of the basin, 
forming a complete cap. As a result 
of the weather and flowing water the 
run has been worn into fantastic 
shapes. The depth of the basin varies 
from a foot at the rim to as mm-h ns 
twelve feet In [daces, but generally the 
rock floor Is from a depth of one to six 
feet. 

And here is the secret of the fertility 
of the Everglades. Above the entire 
rock floor rises a layer "f muck, form- 
ed of an alluvial deposit and of de- 
cayed vegetable matter. This deposit 
varies from a few inches to several 
feet in thickness. The water covering 
this deposit comes from springs that 
In turn have their source In the lake — 
Tassler’s Magazine.

That he should Ih» mighty in 
achievement I believed, but with that 
I have nothing to do My olficc hln- 
lers tne from wielding a sword, and, 
though my heart may leap nt the sight 
of brave deeds, I can have no part In 
them. My ollice Is to watch over the 
sacml things of this land, to punish 
those who bring our great religion Into 
disrepute, giving occasion to those of 
lessor intellect to revile and turn the 
HoJ we worship Into a Jest. 

"Y'our highness has broken n law, 
and therefore your people have bro- 
ken a law. Think you peace nnd 
plenty shall be poured Into the laps of 
those who sin? I rejoiced at the 
knight's coming, so Is my sorrow keen- 
er that he has made his mission of 
none effect. For him punishment 
awaits at the hand of him who sent 
him F>*r duty Is not to delay his go- 
ing. If it l>e so willed that as he 
came miraculously so miraculously 
can he be taken from us, then It shall 
be.

When poultry are no longer aide to se- 
cure food on the open range, provide 
them with as much gr.cn stnlf as can lie 
secured, and feed some meat scraps or 
oilier form of animal food three or four 
times each week. Wheat is one of the 
best grains for eggs. 1 

Not the least of the good points that 
can tie urged in favor of the silo Is that it 
can lie used to provide a succulent ration 
during the summer dry spell, w hen Ilies 
are bad and when the milk cows often 
fail considerably in their milk supply. 

The Kansas Fainter says: “Aside from 
the vicissitudes of the weather, practi- 
cally all of the misfortunes that come to 
the farmer or his farm can be traced to 
the haste to secure the present dollar 
without pioviding for the future good of 
his soil. Take care of the soil and it will 
take care of yon, and any other method is 
a downhill pull.”

that are aftlicted with the green lice. This 
spray llxcs the lice and docs not harm the 
foliage plants to which it is applied. 

By placing corn in the silo the stalk as 
well as the grain is preserved for feeding 
purposes, and the w hole corn plant be- 
comes available. About 40 per cent of 
the feeding value of the corn plant is in 
the stalk, leaves and busks 1 and the other 
(10 per cent in the ear. In handling corn 
as commonly practices much of tin: 40 
per cent is lost. Win n corn is cut for 
silo before lower leaves are dry there N 
no w aste. 

Never attempt to clean or otherwise 
disturb your horse while he is eating his 
meals, unless you want him to bite and 
kick. Better take him out of the stal* 
and make a business of it. Tie your horse 
in the center of the stall, unless you w ant 
him to do as most horses, drive more on 
one rein than the oilier. 

Tlte putting of the lawn mower away 
when through using it and the rubbing of 
the line and wheel cultivators bright 
when through using them are largely 
matters of habit. It is well to remember 
that it is just about as easy to form the 
right habit along this line as to fall into 
tlte bad one of leaving the tools wherever 
one happens to get through using them. 

In some cases cut worms may be trap- 
ped by placing cabbage leaves or boards 
about the garden and the worms will often 
be found under these shelters in the morn- 
ing. By the use of a lantern or electric 
llasliliglit the gardener may capture the 
worms by surprise as they are eating at 
night. Tlte worms are generally at work 
by !I or 10 o’clock A solution of Paris 
urecn placed on cliictawced or any tender 
succulent plant, or on cabbage leaves, 
fresh sliced potato and similar tempting 
cut worm bait will cause some of litem to 
till up to their sorrow. 

Tlte Grange extension work of the 
country still goes steadily ou, remarkably 
so considering that hot weather is rapidly 
coming on. Besides the 204 Granges re- 
ported organized and reorganized during 
the ilrst three months of the year, a goodly 
number more have been added daring 
April and May. Faithful organizers have 
done hard work in many states, and be- 
sides the fields actually organized this 
spring, the groundwork has been laid in 
many other places where the harvests 
will be gathered in the early fall, in the 
form of live, vigorous new Granges. 

This month’s summary of extension 
work will be made up of brief notes of 
extension progress from many states, and 
shows unfailing activity all down the line. 
The Grange is on the move and growing 
every day.

MEASUREMENTS OF WHALE 

The Length of Yearlings Is estimated 
at From Thirty to Thirty- 
Five Feet. 

A government official, has made 
n Bjioelnl study <,f whales, rlates that 
the average length of full-grown 
milphur-bottom whale Is just under 
eighty foot. Tills eat Lain! t: disregards 
the exaggerated reports sometimes 
spread by sailors, and Is based on act- 
ual measurements of many Individual 
specimens. Thc-ro seem to he credible 
accounts of whales reachb-g a length 
of from eighty-five to ninety-five feet, 
hut tho authority quoted has never 
seen any of that size. Whalss a c pear 
to grow with great rapidity, tho 
length of yearlings being estimat' d at 
from thirty to thirty-five feet. 

How high can whales sreut? Photo- 
graphs taken by the scientist referred 
to glvo a means of measuring with 
some accuracy the height to which tho 
water is thrown. This appears to bo 
much less than It has often heen sup- 
posed to be. It is claimed that even 
the great sulphur-bottom whale, on 
tho average, spoats to a height of only 
fourteen feet, although occasionally 
the height may be as mech as twenty 
feet 

Boy Millionaires. 

I often call the boys of the pi bile 
schools of Now York millionaires, 
not because they have, or ever will 
have, millions of dollars of their own, 
but because they have millions upon 
millions of minutes to spend. A boy 
of ton, for example, has a prospect of 
living until he is 70, which means 
that ho has a fortune uf over 30,- 
000,000 of minutes. Of these millions 
ho will have to spend nearly a third, 
or 10,000,000, In sleep, and another third 
in earning hts food, shelter, cloth- 
ing, and other necessities of life.

Only too often do farmers compel them- 
selves to struggle through life with poor 
tools, poor buildings and worse household 
equipments, in order that they may save 
HP money with which to buy more land, 
when the Tacts arc they do not want and 
can not use more land. 

Land hunger has been a human affliction 
since the days of Moses, but it should not 
he so. The desire to ow n land is most 
highly laudable, but the craze for “more 
land" too often amounts to a real derangi - 
ment. 

It is generally difficult to find an ideal 
farm that is for sale at a reasonable price 
but many farms are for sale that have lie- 
come untidy and unproductive by mis- 
management that by well-directed care 
could be made into line farm homes. One 
of the first tilings to consider is nearness 
to market and the social side. I would 
select a farm on a somewhat elevated sec- 
tion to lie free from frosts, rolling enough 
Tor natural drainage, hut not steep enough 
to wash, with a sandy loam soil and a rich 
clay subsoil.

Wild and Bloody Sconos When the Na- 
tix-cs Got Intoxicated. 

Of the unpleasant drinking customs 
of certain nations in New Guinea Wal- 
ter Goodfellow writes; “Wo did not 
find the people down by tho coast 
nearly so tractable or companionable 
an those at tho headwaters of tho riv- 
er. They wero also much more quar- 
relsomo among tbomselvcs. They tap 
a species of sugar palm up tho river 
and make fermented drink out of it. 
On this they get fearfully intoxicated, 
and wild orgies take place all day. 
Parties of them would go off in canoes 
cud sit under tho palms from which 
tho drink was obtained. In the morn- 
ing they would return extremely 
drunk, nnd fights used to bo tho re- 
sult 

“Sometimes theso fights lasted for 
two days nt n time. In our vicinity 
they more often than not took placo 
nt night Tho natives then made such 
an indescribable din with their howl- 
ing and their noises that wo could not 
sleep nt our base camp. Spears nnd 
showers of arrows wero discharged in 
all directions, nnd one could hear tho 
sound of their axes dealing blows cn 
the bodies of the combatants. 

"After a time the women would Join 
In the fray, and their shrill voices add- 
ed to the babel, making tho noise 
greater than over. When they be- 
came Involved In the fights they seem- 
ed to bo worse than the men. The 
cries were not like sounds emitted by 
human beings, but rather like the cries 
of animals.”— Chicago News.

A Bamplo of tho Idiotic Stylo In Which 
They Are Written. 

SI order has been written of ns a fine 
nit, hut it remained for the United 
States to treat it ns a uitort. In many 
of the state. 1 an indict meat for mur- 
der contains nearly enough words to 
till a column and sounds like the con- 
versation of an idiot. Here is u sam- 
ple: 

•Tti.it the said J. F. G.. a certain 
pistol then and there charged with 
gunpowder and leaden bullets, which 
said pistol lie, the said J. F. G., then 
r.nd there In his right hand had and 
held, then and there unlawfully, pur- 
posely and of deliberate nnd premedi- 
tated malice, did discharge nnd shoot 
off to, against and ui>on the said F. 
SI., with the intent aforesaid, nnd that 
the said J. F. G.. with the leaden bul- 
lets aforesaid, out of the pistol afore- 
said. by tin* force of the gunpowder 
aforesaid, by the said J. F. G., then 
nnd there discharged nnd shot off ns 
aforesaid, him, the said F. M., In nnd 
upon the upper right sldo of tho back 
of biin. the said F. M., then nnd 
there"— 

This Isn’t ns idiotic as It looks, how- 
ever. It is part of our sporting theo- 
ry of justice, which makes n murder 
trial n game of skill nnd finesse be- 
tween opposing counsel. By the 
slightest deviation from statutory 
form one side may lose the gnmo. 
Convictions for tho most abhorrent 
crimes have repeatedly been sot aside 
because of trivial verbal omissions In 
the Indictment 

nnd the murder referred to In tho 
nl>ovo quotation occurred In Canada 
the indictment would have rend sim- 
ply: “Tho Jurors of our lord the king
